司 IThe Chinese from Indochina 


have established a_ variety of 
businesses. _ Due to the 
advantage of commonality of 
language and culture，Some 
have successfully established 
themselves in Chinatown， 
especially restaurants， 
groceries and delis，and their 
competition has caused Some 
Tesentment among older 
established merchants. 

A typical example is Kent 
Trang， owner of the May Wah 
Trading Company. Trang 
escaped from Vietnam on a 
boat full of refugees eight 
years ag0. Arriving in the US 
penniless， he began working at 
restaurant while his wife 
Worked at a Sewing factory， 
They saved money， got 
partners， and started May Wah 
SIX years 380. The store Sells 
many hard-to-obtain products 
that appeal Specifically to 
Indochina”s ethnic Chinese， 
Such as frozen durian，jack 
fruit，rambutan，and special 


25 CENTS 
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varieties of fish and crab. 
Presently the company has 
three stores in SF Chinatown 
with two outlets on Stockton 
st. and another on Grant Ave. 


RESTAURANTI 


Another Success Story is that 
of Long-Ihien-Nguy， a 
Chinese from Saigon.， He and 
his family of eight arrived in 
te US TL97922 和 ftET7 
working as aa mechanic， 
dishwasher，and finally a 
Testaurant host， he found some 
business partners，and three 
yearSs ag0 opened Mekong 
Restaurant at 730 Larkin St. 
Named after the river in 
Vietnam，it was one of the 
first Vietnamese Testaurants 
in the city -started by an 
ethnic Chinese. 

In SF aa number -of 
businesses _ are on Stockton 
Street but they are now 
Starting to Spread along 
Kearny between Jackson and 
Pacific. There are also many 
Vietnamese Chinese Shops 
along 9th Street in Oakland's 
Chinatown. 

In 工 A，many businesses by 
Chinese_ from Indochina are 
found in Chinatown 8going 
toward Sunset Boulevard.， In 
Chicago，they cluster along 
Argyle St. in Chinatown on 
the North Side.、 In Boston， 
they are On the fringe of 
ChinatOown. There are also a 
number of their businesses in 
Houston， Seattle, and NY. 

Even_ though they interact 
well with the Cantonese 
community in the US and 
often participate in their 
functions， the Chinese 
Indochinese have felt 


discrimination by the older 


established ”Chinese grOUpS. 
Also，despite 3a few Success 
stories，the bulk .of the 
Chinese refugees. have low 
income status，in addition to 
which there are also problems 
arising from their adjustment 
to US Society. AS 3a result， 
they have been quick to 
establish their own Society， 
with their Own organizations， 
Schools and newspapers to 
address their needs as a 8T0uUp. 


PROLIFERATED 


In the last decade，the 
number of or8ganizations have 
proliferated. There are 
organizations for Chinese 
from Vietnam，Cambodia，and 
Laos，as well as organizations 
of Chinese from Vietnam only. 
There are distinct asSSociations 
for groups from Fujian and 
Hainan，a3aS well as Jinzhou 
and Lianzhou in Southern 
Guangdong，but the most 


numerous are the Chao Chow 


Benevolent “Associations 
formed by Chaozhou people. 
In SF there is also a Southeast 
ASian Chamber of Commerce 
with many Chinese from 
Indochina in the membership. 


The first Chao Chow 
ASssociation in SF was 
established in 1980. Other 


branches of the association 
can also be found in major 
Chinese communities across 
the country.

Chinese have founded Chinese 
schools in the US，similar to

”Little China”Film Causes 
Big Trouble in Chinatown

SAN FRANCISCO - A 
protest rally was on Nov. 12 at 
Ross Alley，Chinatown，to 
protest the Twentieth Century 
Fox film now in progressS， 
entitled 有 Big8 7Troupie 7 Zittle 
Cjni7zza， 

About 25 people gathered at 
the  _ Site， carrying Signs， 
chanting "no more Tacist 
movies" and speaking through 
a bullhorn，while nine SF 
policemen stood by. Ross 
Alley had been chosen for the 
protest because the film crew 
from Big Trokble Zitlle 
Chjhziza was Scheduled to be 
Shooting there at the time. 
However，according to speaker 
Gordon Mar，"obviously they 
were Scared off by the media.” 

The protest was organized by 
the Bay Area Coalition 
Ag8gainst year o tihe Drago1. 
The group -Says that Big 
7Trokple involves a "macho， 
Smart aleck， white truck 
driver and his Chinese “yesS? 
man in Search of the exotic， 
grceen-eyed Chinese girlfriend 
who has been kidnapped by 
the Lords of Death，described 
as “three Shady Chinese kids 
with Fu Manchu beards." 

The Chinatown in the film is 
"the Site for warfare between 
the Yellow Turbans and the 


-了 Red Turbans who are armed 


with 1l1ong knives， 
cleavers, and hatchets." 
Mar told the protesters_ that 
"we"re all aware of the very 
SerlouS 1lssue of anti-Asian 
violence in this country .… It'S 
movies 1like year of tihe 


meat 


Dragom and this one that are 
at the root of the racism， It?"S 
portrayed as 3a 1ght-welght 
fantasy but it promotes 3a very 
dangerous image .… The film 
jncludes prostitution rings and 
Underground slave chambers." 
This past Summer， the 
National Asian American 
Telecommunications 
Association (NAATA) alerted 
Chinese community groups 


about the upcoming 
production of the film. 
Chinese for  Affirmative 
Action (CAA) requested 


Iwentieth Century Fox to let 
it review the _ Script， Late in 
October，the studio replied 
that lt was unwillin8g to do so， 
because it does not feel the 
film is offensive. 

The Coalition contacted 
Mayor Dianne Feinstein?Ss 
office in October to voice 
concerns about the film. 
However，according to Sources 
at City Hall，the Mayor's 
office last week 8granted 3 
permlt to the studio to film in 
SF， without making any 
attempt to contact community 
TepresentativesSs. 

Henry Der of CAA Stated 
that the Twentieth Century 
Fox film crew "does not have 
a proper permit to _ close Ross 
Alley down， To the best of 
my knowledge，this film 
company did not go _ through 
the board of Supervisors asS 
they had to do." 


The Coalition made two 
demands: 
=- First，that Twentieth 


Century Fox halt production 
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Chinese newSpapers founded 
by Vietnamese Chinese， 3 
weekly and a semi-weekly. 
There are also newspapers for 
Indochina's Chinese in San 
Diego，LA，and other US 
cities. They are generally 
weeklies or Semiweeklies， 
distributed free. 

Sean Lam，publisher of SF?s 
first Vietnamese Chinese 
newSpaper，Newcomer New35， 
was asked by E/W why the 
Chinese from Indochina want

NEWCOMERS ARE ENRICHING 
ASIAN AMERICAN COMMUNITY 


In the past ten years， about 800;000 Southeast Asian refugees 
have been added to the Asian American .population in the US. 
Indications are，more will be coming，though at a Slower Tate， 
from the refugee camps throughout Southeast Asia in the yearS 
to come. 

Among the newcomers are Vietnamese，Kampucheans (Cam- 
bodians)，Laotians，Hmongs，Miens and 3a very Substantial 
number of ethnic Chinese from both Vietnam and Kampuchea 
who made up most of the destitute "Boat People" in 1978 and 
1979. 

In Spite of the trauma and sufferings each and every one of 
them had to go through to make it to the S$, the Story of their 
resettlement is one of courage，endurance and determination to 
survive， Hostility，occasional acts of violence，and failed 
promlses of assistance have not deterred them from trying to 
take their rightful place in America. Some have established new 
communities 1n places_ they settled while others，especlially the 
ethnic Chinese, found refuge in established Chinatowns. 

Even though their presence has added severe Strains in the 
housing and labor markets，on 3a whole they have greatly 
enriched the Asian American community life and have made 
important contributions to community-building. 

The national conference on the first decade of Southeast Asian 
refugees in the US is timely and necessary as we take a closer 
look at these newest immigrants，thelr problems, their hopes and 
their struggles， The conference，to be held here in San 
Franclsco from November 21 to 23，should give us a _ better 
understanding of our new neighbors and provide valuable 
information for those government agencies with primary 
TeSponsibility of giving asSijstance to refugees. 


Do You Like the Special Coverage VWe 
Are Giving Each Week to Important 
lssues in the Community? 
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has continued to grow and 
become a thriving community. 

FEormed in 1975$，the agency 
originally provided immediate 
Survival Services Such as how 
and where to find housing 
food， employment and 
En8glish-ljanguage tralining. 

"In the beginning，there waS 
no Southeast ASlian CoOmmunity 
to Support the newcomeIrs,” 
Salid Vu-Duc Vuong，director 
of the resettlement center. 


"Now, the people who get off 
the plane here usually have 
family members Or friends" 
who can help ease the trauma 
of resettling in a new country， 
he Sald. 


EARLY YEARS 


During the center'"s first year 
of operation，with a staff of 
two，only a few hundred 
clients were Served，Said 
Vuong.， During that year，in 
1973$，and through 1978， 
hundreds of thousands of 
ethnic Chinese and others fled 
Southeast Asia when the 
communist declared victory in 
Vietnam，Cambodia and Laos. 

The center operated with 
annual budgets of less than 
$100,000 during its formative 
years，Said Vuong，Nearly 98 
percent of those budgets，he 
estimated，came from public 
funds. 

Each year，the center Serves 
from 6,000. to 10;000 clients 
between its offices in San 
FErancisc0， Marin， Alameda， 
San Mateo and Santa Clara 


counties， It has a $2 mililion 
Operating budsget for 
198353-1986， of which， 75 


percent origlinated from public 
funds, said Vuonsg. 


TRAINING 


Today，the center'S Services 
include vocational training in 
electronic assembly， hotel 
housekeeping and building 
maintenance. JIn addition，the 
agency provides refugees with 
information about obtaining 
loans to start Small businessesS. 
Since that program began four 
yearSs 3a8g80，the center has 
helped refusees Start 45 
businesses which include an 
auto Tepair Shop，an eastern 
medicine herb Shop 
French， Italian， Vietnamese 
and Chinese restaurants. 

The center also provides 
counseling，translation and 
interpretation Services， 
immigration assistance and 
community organization and 
advocacy on behalf of the 
refugee community. 

The agency joined in a class 
action Suit to release $11.5 
million in refugee job training 
funds impounded by the 
Reagan administration two 
years a80. On Nov. $，US 
Judge Robert Aguilar ruled in 
favor of the refugee groups. 
The dispute arose over how 
much money Congress 
intended to allocate to the 
Refugee Targeted Assistance 
Program， which disperses 
grants to counties with large 
refugee populations.

During the early years of the 
center， teaching refugees 
English as a Second language 
was deemed aa priority. 
Although it is still a vital 
component of the services 
today,，Vuong Said many of the 
refugees in the community are 
now eager for their children 
to learn，or in Some instances， 
Telearn thelir native language. 

He said that many refugee 
children placed in nursery 
Schools where English is 
Spoken，often lose or are not 
taught the customs of their 
native_ culture. Confjlicts，he 
Said, Such as a lack of respect 
for elders has begun to appear 
more among those now in their 
adolescence. 

"AS the refugee community 
grows more adjusted to society 
here，an issue is integration， 
where to get Services,” Said 
Vuonsg. 


CITIZENSHIP 


It 1Ss important，he Said，for 
the refugees to be "encouraged 


to become  _ citizens and 
cncouraged to vote.” He

Messenger Service for Refugee Youth 
Finds Gold on San Francisco Streets 


SAN FRANCISCO - Among 
the many agencies set up to 
help refugees adjust to life in 
America，few are expected to 


generate income，and even 
fewer are able to Support 
themselves， 


Gold Mountain Courier，a 
SF-based messengerT Service 
employing ten delivery 
persons, is on the verge of 
becoming one of these rare 
exceptions. Established in 
April 1984 with $130,000 in 
federal funds from the Private 
Industry _ Council (PIC)，iits 
intention was to create jobs 
for unemployed refugees and 
inner-clity youth. 

Gold Mountain now 
Successfully competes with 
Imore than. 30 other messenger 
Services in SF and brings in 
Tevenues of $12,000 a month. 
Although its expenses are 
$14,000 monthly， Gold 
Mountain is cutting the deficit 
raplidljy and expects to _ close 
the 8g8ap before long，thus 
achieving its twin goals of 
providing job training to 
disadvantaged youths and 
Creating new' jobs. 

"We're planning to or8ganize 
employee ， ownership in 
February,”manager Gerard 
Gleason told E/W. "Everyone 
here will have a Share of the 


business and will make 
decisions about who to hire." 
FOUNDERS 


The combpbany is currently 
Owned by the two agencies 
that founded it -- Chinese for 
Affirmative^ Action (CAA) 
and SF Renaissance，3a job 
trainling and business 
devclopment agency in the 
Mission District. 

According to Gleason， SF 
Renaissance came Up with the 
idea and got funding from the 
PIC through the new federal 
Refugee Targeted Assistance 
Program. CAA got involved 
to administer the finances， 
Tceporting to the PIC how the 
money was Spent，， CAA also 


provided Gold Mountain with 
about 50 percent of its initial 
business. 

It now costs the agency 
about $1500 to train each 
individual， which takes 14 
weekSs. Said Gleason，"Our 
messcengers take them around

and train them in their 
original tongue. We get 8 5$0% 
fee for training them，sSo 让 
their salary is $800，the PIC 
gives US $400. So at that 
point，we either hire them or 
we place them in another 
comPany.” 

Since February， Gold 
Mountain has trained nine 
people. Five of them it hired 
directly, two were hired by US 
Messenger， 0ne became 3 
driver for another company， 
and only one quit without 
finding another job. 

Operating out of a tiny 
office on Howard Street，the 
company just Six months ago 
was earning revenues of $7000 
a month from Six bicycle 
messengerSs. Now， with a 
licensc to operate motor 
vehicles，it has added three 
pickup trucks and three 
mopeds in addition to five 
bicycles. It makes deliveries 
anywhere from Santa Rosa to 
SanaeJoscetSETateSN ac 
competitive with those of 
other companies. 

SEVEN REFUGEES 


Of the ten messengerS，Scven 
are Tefugees -- mainly from 
Southeast Asia -- and three 
are inner-city youth. Because 
of high vehicle insurance 
premliums, the Tefugees are not 
allowed to drive the trucks. 
Their average age is 24，and 
their pay starts at $4.50 per 


hour， while permanent 
employees get $5.50 plus 
benefits. Many other 
messenger SeTVices pay only on 
commission， and have no 
benef its. 

"We get the applicants from 
all different refugee-spon- 
Soring agencies,”Said Gleason. 
"IT put the word out to these 
agcncies :that 了 Tm looking for 
Some people. 

He noted that only one 
bicycle messenger has suffered 
an accident of any conse- 
quence -- 3 broken leg as the 
result of an illegal left turn 
by a_ van driver，"He went on 
leave for about Six weeks，、We 
got him a job for another 
messenger COmpany." 

His company's two_ current 
goals are to eliminate the 
deficit and to generate enough 
new business to hire more 
refugees， "When I have a new 
cmployee，I need to have 
about 23 runs a day to cover 
his Salary，insurance，and 
workmen's compensation,”he 
explained. "It takes a long 
time to build up new accounts. 
We don'"t have a lot of staff 
Sitting around smokin8g 
cigarettes waiting for a call. 
People Sometimes think we 
have a bench like a basketball 
Squad.” 


Mike Bernick，executive 
director of SF Renaissance， 
pointed out that the 
experience of working at Gold 
Mountain is particularly 
useful for refugees for three 
TeaSsOnS: 

"First， it builds English 
Skills. It"s a job that requires 
interaction with many other 
offlices，in contrast to，Say， 
dishwashing in the back room 
Somewhere. 
it a job that 


"Second， 

builds up one's knowledge of 
the San Francisco labor 
market， especially the 


downtown area. You learn the 
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Islands -- but excludin8 Asian 
Americans， 


IThe proposed legislation，HR 


2907， was  Sponsored _ by 
California Congressman 
Augustus Hawkins. It 


TIecently passed in the House 
Subcommittee on Post- 
Secondary Education as part 
OfactheEE cntire 12=title 
reauthorization package of the 
Highcr Education Act. 

In fliscal 1984, approximately 
3$134 million was given to 260 
colleges and universities 
throughout the US to help 


minorities and low-income 
Students. If Hawkins， bill 
were to pass， more than 
one-thlird of this amount 


would no longer be available 
to asSslst ASsian Americans， 
whether 1ow-income or not. 

Hilary Hsu opened the press 
conference by stating that 
City College of SF would be 
particularly affected because 
45 percent of its students are 
ASsian Americans，and only 25 
percent are minorities that 
fall under Hawkins， 
qualifications. 

"We have finally become 
elliglible for Title III funds，If 
this language becomes 1law， 
Dext year we'll be ineligible 
again;”he Said. 

"If we _ let this become a 
precedent, the impact could be 
much more than just the 
dollar amount in _ this Section. 
It could have a rippling effect 
on other federal set-asides for 
minoritieSs 


了 ARDSHIP 


Alan Wong noted that "with 
the current Proposition 13 and 
the cuts by the state 
government in the 1last two 
years，this type of 1legislation， 
coming on top of local cuts in 
funds，would be ,a hardship 
for the Asian American 
Students and for other 
minorities." 

Many State or community 
colleges with aa high 
percentage Of ASsian 
Americans also have a high 
enITollment of blacks and 
Hispanics. Therefore，these 
minorities would be equally 
hurt by the legislation.， 

Julie Tang said，"There”"s a 
Set-aside for black colleges 
established prior to 1964. Its 
nteresting that a lot of these 
colleges now have predomi- 
nantly white enrollment. 
These colleges will benefit 
from the set-asides，but if the 
leglslation passes，the San 
Francisco Community College 
District can?t even apply for 
thils [reserved] funding."

Warns Against Migration Fund Cuts 


WASHINGTON  - The 
Indochinese Resource Action 
Center (IRAC)，one of the 
most powerful advocacy 
groups for Southeast Asian 
refugees，jls deeply concerned 
about a recommendation made 
by the House Subcommittee on 
FEoreign Operations to decrease 
funding for migration refugee 
asSlistance prOgramas. 

In an Oct. 28 letter written 
to the chairman of the Senate 
Subcommittee on FEoreign 
Operations，the president of 
the Washington-based IRAC 
warned about the possible 
consequences Of a proposal to 
cut aid to still-undeparted 
refugees from $351.8 million 
to $292.5 million. 

"If this proposed funding cnut 
is approved by the full 
Committee on Appropriations， 
the 67,000 refugee admissions 
numbers  _ currently under 
consideration for fiscal year 
1986 could be reduced by 
13,000,”said the letter. 

"In view of the critical 
world refugee  _ Situation， 
reduced appropriations in 
migration and refugee 
asSSslstance would trigger off 
Strong reactions from first 
asylum countries，probably 
resulting in an increase of 
boats pushed back to sea and 
forcible repatriation -- both of 
-which have occurred in the 
past with heavy losses of 
Jives，the letter continued. 

"In addition，hundreds of 
thousands of lives would be 
endangered because of drastic 
cuts in protection and care in 
rcefugee camps and along the 
borders,” the letter warned. 
It was .endorsed by 195 
organizations and more than 
1,.600 individuals. 


DEEPARTURE 
After 1980， due to 
international pressure 


resulting from the frequent 


tragedies of the boat people， 
Vietnam stopped letting its 
ethnic Chinese leave.

Nations established an Orderly 
Departure Program (ODP)， 
deSsigned to allow some 
Vietnam residents to come to 
the US as immigrants.

Other objects on display 
include a large，foot-operated 
pill grinder for preparing 
traditional Chinese medicines， 
Similar to one which Mr. Fung 
Tccalls using in his boyhood， 
pipes，bowls and bottles for 
opium; and a Saucepan-shaped 
Chinese laundry iron，which 
held red-hot charcoal to 
prIoduce the Same effect as 
modern irons. 


The largest ltem is a heavy 
wooden shrimp mill，abonut 
eight feet long，invented by a 
Chinese to Separate the shrimp 
meat from the shell. 


DO EAlLenipPastron of 
Oakland，the archeologist who 
prepared the exhibit，said that 
it was designed "for the 
interested layman，rather than 
the technical scholar."

The materials，he said，came 
from three main Sources -- the 
Lowie Museum of Anthropo- 
logy at UC-Berkeley，which 
let him use many artifacts 
that Pastron himself 
excavated in SFE; the Nevada 
State Museum in Carson City， 
which has a _ large collection 
from the now-defunct 
Chinatown section Of 
Lovelock，Nevada; and the 
Chlinese Historical Society of 
America (CHSA)，which has 
its own museum ”on Adler 
Place，SFE.
